Hammond and East Chicago meet, 
from the Sisters of the Poor Hand- 
maids, and built a $300,000.00 addi- 
tion to accommodate the growing 
student body, which now numbers 
nearly 1,200. In the city of Fort 
Wayne he erected a Central Cath- 
olic High School attended by some 
1,800 boys and -girls from all the 
city parishes. 

Drives for funds were conducted 
in South Bend, Michigan City, 
Gary, for the erection of new high 
schools at those places, but con- 
struction work has not yet been at- 
tempted. South Bend has had three 
high schools, one for boys, one for 
girls, and one co-educational. Plans 
have been approved for the early 
erection of an addition to the 
Michigan City Catholic High 
School. 

In the diocese are located Notre 
Dame: University for boys; St. 
Mary’s College, Notre Dame, for 
girls, conducted by the Sisters of 
the Holy Cross; St. Francis Col- 
lege, Fort Wayne. for girls, con- 
ducted by the Sisters of St. Fran- 
cis of Perpetual Adoration, whose 
new spacious Provincial House is 
now nearing completion, located 
just outside the city limits of 
South Bend and Mishawaka. St 
Joseph’s College for boys is now 
within the confines of the Diocese 
of Lafayette. 

Our Lady of Victory Missionary 
Sisters (Victory Noll) teach nearly 
all children who are not in paro- 
chial schools, reaching them from 
seven different centers. = —. 

Catholic Youth Organization 

Before the late war the Dio- 
cese of Fort Wayne had a model 
Catholic Youth Organization, two 
of whose Diocesan Directors were 
invited to Washington to take 
charge of the Youth Bureau under 
the National Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference. Spiritual and _ cultural 
activities, along with the social 
and athletic, were pursued by a 
large proportion of the diocesan en- 
rollment, buil on parish, city, 
deanerv and diocesan lines. Every 
parish had its Youth Chapter, 
every city and deanery its Youth 
Council, and the officers of the 
Deariery Councils constituted the 
Diocesan Council, whose President 
and other high officers were elected 
uz! Diocesan Convention. 
Golden Jubilee 


On June 4, 1948 Bishop Noll 
quietly observed his Golden Jubi- 
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lee in the holy priesthood, on which 
occasion the clergy of the diocese 
presented him with a purse for the 
erection of a beautiful chapel in 
the new diocesan “Our Lady of the 
Lake Seminary,” situated at Lake 
Wawasee. The parishes of the 
Fort Wayne Deanery had previous- 
ly contributed towards this semi- 
nary, and the money was used for 
the erectio:. of the classrooms.

During the year 1948 the sanc- 
tuary of the Cathedral, Fort 
Wayne, was enlarged and some 
seventy stalls placed in it. During 
the following year, 1949, a Wis- 
consin Lannon stone coating was 
given the entire Cathedral, and a 
Perpetual Adoration Chapel was 
started on the southeast corner of 
the Cathedral Square. This will 
be balanced, during the present 
year, by a new chancery building 
constructed of the same kind of 
stone on the northeast corner.

Noll confirmed more than 130,000 
persons, and ordained to the 
priesthood some 500, including 
members of the Congrégation of 
the Holy Cross, whose provincial 
resides at Notre Dame, this dio- 
cese.

Division Of The Diocese 


In the fall of 1945 the diocese 
of Fort Wayne was divided, with 
somewhat over one-half of the 
counties in the southern part as- 
signed to the new Diocese of La- 
fayette in Indiana, whose first in- 
cumbent is the Most Reverend 
John G. Bennett, who had previous- 
ly served as pastor of St. Joseph’s, 
Garrett, in the Diocese of Fort 
Wayne, This southern part of the 
former diocese is largely rural, 
even though it has several cities 
counting more than 50,000 people, 
but being built up from residents 
of the rural area, these cities have 
a proportionately small Catholic 
population. 


Because of the growth of the in- 
dustrial cities in the north the 
yee Catholic population of the 

iocese of Fort Wayne is 192,252— 
greater than it was at the time 
of the division. 


The Diocese of Fort Wayne, bor- 
dering on Chicago to the west, 
has people of practically every 
nationality represented in that 
large city. The gospel is still 
preached in this diocese in many 
languages. 


Resident pastors have been ap- 
pointed to more than 40 towns 
which had hitherto had only mis- 
sion churches; and, of course, 
many new parishes were started in 
practically all the cities of the dio- 
cese—four in Fort Wayne, seven 
in South Bend, nine in Gary, four 
in East Chicago, and three in Ham- 
mond. 

Indebtedness on parish property 
had been reduced from $7,000,000..

“The Decline of Nations,” which 
authenticates the gradual deterio- 
ration of moral., public and pri- 
vate, and the weakening of faith 
during the past half century. Other 
works are “National Enemy No. 
1,” dealing with criticisms by non- 
Catholics of the American Public 
School System for eliminating re- 
ligious instruction from the curri- 
culum; “A Catechism on Birth 
Control”; a “Catechism on Lewd 
Literature”; “A Manual of the 
N.O.D.L.”; the “History of the 
Diocese of Fort Wayne”; four vol- 
umes entitled “Religion and Life” 
for use in Catholic High Schools. 
Fully 100 pamphlets, of less than 
100 pages each, were written by 
the Yubthaeiain. for all of which 
there was great demand, yet with 
not one dollar in profit for the 
author. 


Not a single issue of Our Sunday 
Visitor, which is now 38 years old, 
has gone out over the country 
without at least two articles con- 
tributed by its editor-in-chief; 
these besides a weekly Chat with 
his own diocesan flock, nearly 
every family of vyvhich is reached 
by his paper. 

In 1916 Father Noll was the first 
in the United States to tise the 
Every-Sunday Envelope with such 
success thn. he urged its use in all 
parishes.

Part I 
Ink Without the Crozier 


LONG the eastern coastline of 

the United States, stretching 
like a gigantic, twisted serpent 
rom Maine to Florida, lies the 
chain of mountains called the Ap- 
palachians. To the east, on the 
foothills running down from the 
peaks, and on the plains that rise 
from the shores of the Atlantic, lie 
the great cities of the eastern sea- 
board, from Boston in the North to 
Charleston in the South. 


Between these mountains and*the 
ocean came the beginning of t 
growth of America. From all the 
nations of Europe came the advén- 
turers, the oppressed, the poor, the 
wealthy; and in the new world of 
the Americas they found home, 
and food, and land, and a great 
world of rugged youth that grew 
with the pioneers into a powerful 
maturity. As the colonists moved 
in, the Indians moved out, till the 
mountains became the dividing line 
between the civilization of Europe 
along the coast, and the terror of 
the savage unknown that lay across 
the rest of the continent. 


With the opening of the nine- 
teenth century an expedition was 
sent into this vast wilderness, led 
by two of the best Indian fighters 
of the country, Lewis and Clarke. 
They came back with tales that 
warmed the hearts of the adventur- 
ers. Far to the west there was 
another chain of mountains, giants 
that rose thousands of feet into 
the sky, till their snow-capped 

eaks were lost in mists of clouds. 

eyond the mountains another rich 
plain stretched to another ocean, 
the Pacific. These were the Rocky 
Mountains that bounded the west- 
ern coast of America as the Appal- 
achians bounded the eastern coast, 
and between the two chains of 
mountains lay a plain of forests 
and fields, of rich land and swift 
rivers, of fish that glittered in the 
streams in the morning sun, and 
of huge buffaloes that shook the 
earth with the thunder of their 
hoofs across the western prairies. 
There was wealth undreamed of be- 
yond the eastern mountains, wealth

that would have to be wrested from 
the hands of the Indian tribes that 
roamed their own small domains 
across the central plain. 

From the small villages and 


towns of Kentucky, Ohio, and Penn- 


sylvania the wagon trains moved 
out, and the winning of the west 
was begun. They broke their own 
trails, broke them with sweat, and 
blood, and death, pushing ever on- 
ward across the country, till by the 
end of the first half of the century 
the Mississippi had become the un- 


official western boundary of civil- 


ization, with only the Mormons in 
Utah and the gold-hunters in Cali- 
fornia beyond the Father of Wat- 
ers.

A Biography Of John Francis Noll, Founder-Editor 
Of O. S. V. And Fifth Bishop Of Fort Wayne 


the village quickly grew into a fair. 
sized community. I[t was into this 
city, in 1875, that John Francis 
Noll was born. 

Grandfather Noll, a tailor by 
trade, had emigrated from Ger- 
many in 1836, when the population 
of Fort Wayne varied between a 
few hundred and a few thousand, 
deperiding on traffic on the Erie 
Canal and the movements of the 
numerous wagon trains. 


John Francis, his grandson, was 
the sixth child of John George, 
who had been born only a few 
years after the arrival of the fam- 
ily in Fort Wayne in 1841. His 
wife, Anna Ford, had been Born 
in London of Irish parents. She 
had come to America as a young 
girl, and had married John George 
where she, too, had settled in the 
town of Fort Wayne. They had 
worked together in caring for their 
growing family in this growing 
land, but she was not destined to 
see the greatness into which this, 
her sixth child, was to grow. Less 
than fowr years after his birth, 
less than six months after the 
birth of her next child, Loretto, she 
died. Her memory was lost in the 
mists of childhood for her young 
son, but she was clear in his heart 
long years later when he bent over 
the sites in prayer. 

The years of youth moved swift- 
ly for the boy. Into his home 
eame a new woman, his father’s 
second wife, Mary McCleary--a 
recent convert——and she became al 
the mother a boy could need. From 
her he learned his first lessons, 
and by her was sent to the Cathed- 
ral School, taught by the Holy 
Cross Brothers. With the infants 
arriving at regular intervals (John 
Francis was to have eightee 

brothers and sisters), Mary Nol 

led a busy life indeed. And in @ 
family of that size there was little 
danger that John, or any of the 
children, would be pampered oF 
spoiled! 

At the age of thirteen a ntem- 
orable landmark in his life was 
assed. It was at that age, while 
e was in the eighth grade, that 
he received his first Holy Coni- 
munion, on Whitsunday of 1888,

There 
is no room here for false kindness, 
no time to prod.along a reluctant 
student into a way of life that will 
be too difficult for him. Theirs 
was the vocation of the shepherd; 
there was no room for sleep. 


The cold was the most trying 
element. There was no running 
water in the house, so the stu- 
dents had to carry water in tubs 
from an outside well to the third 
floor. Morning sometimes found a 
thin edge of ice around the water. 
There was no compensating 
warmth in the village church, 
where the’students went for Mass, 
and where there was heat only on 
weekends during the cold Wiscon- 
sin winters.

In her hands I noticed the new 
book, I Leap Over the Wall, by 
Monica Baldwin, who, the book 
jacket relates, “returned to the 
world after 28 years in a convent.”

HAVE frequently read in your paper that Communism is 

giving encouragement to the Orthodox Church today. But 
on February 10 a former fe jeg Ambassador to the United 
States charged in Chicago that the Communists are destroy- 
ing the eastern Orthodox faith also. How do you reconcile 
these two contradictory allegations? 


. 


It is not difficult to reconcile 
them. 


Not all Orthodox Bishops are 
willing to cooperate with the Com- 
munist government. Stalin invited 
the Orthodox “hurch to function 
again in‘ Russia after he had pre- 
viously done -verything to liqui- 
date it, on the one condition that 
it would support the government 
in promoting Communism. Many 
Orthodox Bishops, eager to have 
the Church function again in Rus- 
sia, agreed to do this, but not all of 
them; and the American Bishcps 
of the Orthodox faith have been 
quite critical of those in Euro 
who have agreed to betray Christ 
because of their natural attach- 
ment to Russia as its former 
citizens, 

The report from the Yugoslav 
Ambassador :s theoretically right. 
He said, for instance: “The Com- 
munists are as determined to de- 
stroy the Orthodox Churcl. as the 
Roman Catholic Church in Yugo- 
slavia, Rumania and Bulgaria, 
where the majority belong to the 
Eastern Orthodox faith. The Reds 
are mercilessly persecuting the 
Church and its dignitaries. Typical 
of these persecutions is the recent 
trial of Serbian Orthodox Metro- 

litan of Sarejevo, the American- 
lew Bishop Varnava Nastich, who 
after a mock trial, was sentenced 
to eleven years of hard labor for 
his alleged anti-Communist ac- 
tivities.” 

You will note that he was per- 


P€lonly granted as 


if there be any ir the congrega- 
tion under eighteen years of age— 
and that usually means they may 
not preach at all. They may not 


criticize the government; they may 


not operate religious schools, and 
the children of members must be 
indoctrinated with the Communist 
ideology of state schools. The 
Church must be the tool of the 
state, or at least in no way ex- 
hibit itself as non-cooperative if 
it hopes to remain in a Communist 
state. But @ven such toleration is 
a temporary 
measure. Communism’s policy is 
to move a little slowly when there 
is question of most of the citizenry 
being attached to a religion pro- 
fessed by the people of the nation 
for centuries. They do°act more 
hastily than would seem to be wise, 
The Communist government is 
totalitarian, and every element 
within it is regarded as a slave 
which must obey orders.

The interpretation you claim 
you had from a_ non-Catholic 
friend, who, in turn, received it 
from a Sunday School teacher 
is not the explanation at all.

A dam- 
aged (even slightly) stamp is 
worthless. A one-half inch margin 
of envelope around the stamp is 
sures protection. 

8. Caution on this one. If the 
envelope is very old, or if you think 
it is unusual, don’t cut it. Save 
it as is. Send the envelope, stamp 
and all, to the stamp-collecting 
mission unit. 

You can get the address of 
such a unit from Sister, some 
priest, the letter column in the 
Catholic press, at times, or the 
headquarters of a Religious Order. 
(Practically every rder with 
priests in miss'on work maintains 
such a unit.) Save your stamps 
until you have three pounds or 
more—five pounds, better yet—and 
send them fourth-class mail. 

5. After mailing, take a nice, 
long sigh of satisfaction. 

6. Start right in again. Save 
every stamp, new or old, you can 
put your hands on. Get your fa- 
ther and mother, your brother, etc., 
etc., etc.

The Historical Church 


After Constantine there is no 
trouble in following the identity 
of this Early Church down to our 
own time. Only the Catholic 
Church of today even claims to 
carry right back to Christ for its 
foundation. Other churches may 
claim to be a revival of what they 
think early Christianity was; they 
cannot claim to be either a continu- 
ance or a survival of that original 


body. Even beliefs and creeds, as 
well as organizations and practices, 
have their history and can be 
studied for their identity with or 
differences from the belief and 
— of the early Christians. 

ithin the traditional belief there 
has been development in the sense 
of understanding and experience; 
but there has been no alteration 
or departure in the faith that has 
been carefully guarded and handed 
down from Christ to the Apostles. 
* Any idea that the Church today 
is different from that of the early 
centuries, or that there was some 
radical change in its belief and 
practice during the centuries that 
followed, is based upon fancy in- 
stead of fact. The facts are ascer- 
tainable, so there is no good excuse, 
save ignorance, indifference. or bad 
will for holding on to a fiction. We 
must love and seek the truth if we 
are sincere followers of Jesus 
Christ. That’s what Church His- 
tory helps us to do. After all, 
reliable historians are just men 
who have studied and labored hard 
to find the truth and put it within 
the reach of all who really want to 
know it.

“The part of the book that 
bothered me most,” interjected 
Ellen, “was a passage toward the 
end.

“Here it is on page 299,” she 
said.

Should you ever feel attracted 
to the idea of entering a convent, 
be sure and test yourself till you 
know for certain whether your 
chief motive for so doing is a 
sincere conviction that it is the 
will of God. If you enter merely 
because you feel an attraction for 
the life, you may expect rocks 
ahead. 


“T should think you would be 
upset,” I said. “First of all, we 
cannot know for certain about a 
vocation in this world. Unless God 
performs a miracle, He: won’t send 
down an angel or even a special 
delivery letter, saying that He is 
calling you to the religious life. 
He won’t publish it in neon lights 
on a billboard on Main ‘Street. 
Usually God does not manifest His 
will in regard to vocations in such 
a visible manner. He makes known 
His will to different souls in differ- 
ent ways: sometimes by a sincere 
desire for the religious life; some- 
times by a kind of repulsion 
coupled with a conviction that this 
vocation is what God wants; some- 
times by an increasing dissatis- 
faction with worldly pleasures; 
sometimes with an intense zeal 
for souls, and so on ad infinitum.” 

“But how can you. know any of 
these things are the real call?” 
asked Mary. 

“In settling a vocation, you need 
to do a little more than ‘test your- 
self,’ as Monica Baldwin admon- 
ishes. There is a five point pro- 
gram and all of the steps should be 
included. First, you must think 
about the question seriously. 
2. Pray about it calmly but fer- 
vently and consistently. 3. Consult 
some priest or religious who is 
competent to help you. 4. Make 
your decision. 5. Act upon your 
decision. | 

“You appreciate the importance 
of the first two steps, I think, The 
third one is vital, too. I would take 
great issue with Monica Baldwin 
in the ‘testing yourself’ admonition. 
Most young people, young or old 
eannot be judges in their own 
cases. It is on this third step that 
the devil builds hurdles and there- 
by foils many vocations.

revelation and a growth. The 
knowledge was far beyond any- 
thing touched on while he was at 
Mount Calvary, and from the 
knowledge came the tools of know- 
ledge, a clear mind, the logical eye 
that cuts away trimmings and 
gets to essentials. He found him- 
self breaking down arguments into 
eurt syllogisms, cutting away al- 
ways, seeing the end of the argu- 
ments in their beginnings. is 
own thinking, speaking, writing, 
became more concise, more power- 
ful. From the writings of the 
immortal thinkers his own mind 
extracted the kernel of their 
thought, till he had reached the 
maturity of thinking required for 
his course in Theology, the course 
where man seeks to look at God 
mirrored in His own revelation. 


At the end of his second year 
the Professor of Philosophy at 
Mt. St. Mary’s presented Noll with 
a complete set of St. Thomas’ 
Summa Philosophica—as his best 
attendant. 


It was in Theology that John 
found his real element. It was a 
very mysterious element, to be 
sure, for Theology is essentially 
a very mysterious science. It is 
absurd to think that man can know 
God completely, for only the Mind 
of God can fully know the Being 
of God. But it is equally absurd 
te say the mind of man can know 
nothing of God. What God has 
created is a mirror in which His 

rfections can be seen and stud- 
ed. What God has revealed direct- 
ly can be added to this, and the to- 


% 


‘tal is a very formidable body of 


knowledge, so formidable that men 
have studied only one aspect for a 
life time and have not begun to 
exhaust the subject. John Noll’s 
mind did not absorb all there was 
to know about God, but his mind 
did absorb a fair amount, and 
years of further study made the 
total a powerful uhit of know- 
ledge. 

Out of Theology came his great 
devotion to Apologetics. Unfor- 
tunately the word has taken on a 
connotation that suggests an apol- 
ogy, but there is nothing apologet- 
ic about Apologetics. It is the 
science of proving the logical posi- 
tion of the Catholic Chureh by the 
use of pure reason. It is by no 
means a gentle murmuring of apol- 
ogy in the ears of the doubter, but 
the roar of a lion that stands alone. 
And he found out early that the 
Catholic Church did stand alone. 
He could not meet ministers of 
other religions and agree that their 
religions were as good as his. His 
later success in convert-making 
would be due largely to the thesis 
he always expounded at the out- 
set; namely that there is an “essen- 
tial” difference between apostolic 
christianity and all modern relig- 
ions, between a religion which is a 
divine organism and one which is 
a mere organization founded for 
the pursuit of some religious ob- 
jectives. 

The growth from boyhood to 
manhood was swiftly drawing to 
its conclusion. John could see in 
his studies the seeds of his future 
difficulties, the unreasoned bigotry 
with which he was ¢o be faced, the 
hurt honesty of good people who 
differed with him in matters of re- 
ligion and who could not seem to 
see his point of view. Most of all 
he could see the difficulties that 
were to arise from Catholics who 
cut out one or another of the 
teachings of the Church as either 
unnecessary or inconvenient. By 
so doing they were attacking the 
very fundamentals of the Church, 
and by the same measure they) 
were losing the very thing that 
made their Catholicity. He could 
help a man who had offended 


against one of God’s Jaws and} 


was sorry; it was difficult to help 
a man who denied the existence 
or validity of the law against 
which he had transgressed. 

In this new world of revelation 
time quickly.

“Yes, Father.” 

“Mr, Noll. A question. Does that 
text apply in the present case?” 

Mr. Noll pondered this question. 
The answer was not entirely clear. 
It was difficult to see the facts be- 
hind the mountain of om om 
It was easy to analyze Napoleon, 
or the wars of Julius Caesar—but 
what about Spain in 1898? What 
were the real facts? More import- 
ant, did Jesus mean that particular 
text to be taken as a directive in 
Moral Theology? Or was the pro- 
fessor trying to trip him up? | 

The war came. The American 
fleet sailed into the Atlantic, some. 
of the ships coming around the 
Cape, the last test of the true 
mariner, and with them Admiral 
Dewey set out te hunt down the 
Spanish fleet. His ships of steel 
were vastly superior to the wooden 
craft of the Spaniards, and hence 
‘a short battle in Manila Bay ended 
that war. A young soldier gathered 
his men about him, taught them 
the elements of cavalry technique, 
and the name of Teddy Roosevelt 
was whispered among the knowing. 
He had called his men together 
and they had vowed to drive the 
Spaniard out of the western world 
as well as the eastern. (This had 
much to do with the prejudiced 
state of opinion which our country- 
men have since borne against 
Spain.) 

Before the altar, in Passion Week 
of that same year, John Noll re- 
ceived the first of the Major Or- 
ders, the Subdiaconate; with it he 
made the traditional vow, solemnly 
pledging himself to a life of per- 
petual purity, renouncing the nght 
ever to have a family. For him 
there would be no posterity. His 
life would be one of communion 
with God alone, a life of spiritual 
union with Christ his Saviour. He 
would give himself to the family 
of mankind while renouncing his 
right to his own. He would have 
no physical paternity, no children 
that would be of his own flesh 
and blood. But the’divine irony of 
it all—he would always be called 
Father! 


“If you receive this order, you 
will no longer be permitted to 
withdraw from your purpose.” It 
was Archbishop Elder. “Again and 
again you should consider the ‘bur- 
den you freely seek this day. Thus 
far you are free and able to return 
at your pleasure to secular pur- 
suits,” 


There were years of thought be- 
hind him now. There was no ques- 
tion in his mind. He knelt before 
the altar and prayed, and was 
certain. 


“In the name of the Lord, step 
forward.” 

Then the prostration on the floor 
of the sanctuary, the imposition 
of the Bishop’s hand, and with it 
the Subdiaconate. It was a renun- 
ciation, and an acceptance of an 
obligation, for with the order came 
the duty to recite the Divine Office 
every day of his life, a recitation 
that’ would set apart one hour 
every day for communion with 
God through the recitation of the 
prayers and psalms chosen by the 
Church for each day of the year. 
It was an obligation he chose that 
bound him under the strictest of all 
penalties—that of mortal sin. To 
miss this recitation, except in cas- 
es of moral impossibility, would 
mean a deliberate shirking of his 
obligation toward God, a cold and 
clear break with the Christ he had 
chosen to serve. It was to be for 
him his second spiritual arm, com- 
ing only behind the center of his 
life, the Mass. In reciting the 
Office he would become a part of 
the largest commune of prayer in 
the world, for daily 
the world every other p 


riest— 
350,000 of them—would join him 
7 the recitation of that same Of- 
ice. 
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tions came word that the date had 
been moved back, this time to June 
4, the Saturday before Trinity 
unday. 
° ayer date was requested by 
the rector of the Fort Wayne 
Cathedral, Father Joseph Bram- 
mer. A convert from Lutheranism, 
Father Brammer had for years 
been watching this boy, the first 
seminarian from the parish, as he 
prepared for the priesthood. Now 
the rector had become sick, so sick 
that he felt he would not live to 
see June 24, and it was his great 
desire to see John’s ordination and 
be present at his first Solemn 
Mass. It was a final wish that 
could not be ignored. 

Before the ceremony came a re- 
treat, days of solitude when he 
searched deeper into his soul than 
he had ever looked before. After 
the retreat he went to Fort Wayne 
from Cincinnati, a trip that flowed 
past his mind as though it were 
only a step. Time seemed to have 
come to a halt. He slept fitfully, 
and in the cold morning light knelt 
before the altar. Over his shoul- 
ders was his amice, the helmet of 
his salvation. He wore the alb of 
innocence girt with the cincture of 
chastity, the maniple of sorrow 
across his arm, and about his neck 
the stole of immortality. Over his 
left arm he carried a folded chas- 
uble, the symbol of charity and in 
his right hand a burning candle. 

Before him sat Bishop Rade- 
macher. The Archdeacon addressed 
the Bishop: 


“Most Reverend Father, our Holy|.. . 


Mother, the Catholic Church asks 
you to ordain this deacon here pres- 
ent to the office of the priesthood.” 

“Do you know that he is 
worthy ?” 

“As far as human frailty per- 
mits, | know, and I testify that 
he is worthy of the burden of this 
office.” 

The Bishop looked down at the 
young man before him. “. .. The 
office of the priest is to offer sac- 
rifice, to bless, to govern, to preach, 
and to baptize ... Therefore, dearly 
beloved son, chosen by our breth- 
ren to be our helper in the minis- 
try, let your entire life be one of in- 
violable purity and holiness. Real- 
ize what you are doing. Imitate 
what you administer...” | 

Above them the choir began the 
Litany of the Saints while John 
prostrated himself before the altar. 
The last Kyrie sounded and a light 
touch on the shoulder brought John 
to his feet. He walked to the 
Bishop and knelt before him. The 
Bishop’s hands bore down firmly 
on his head, then— 

“We beseech Thee, Almighty 
Father, invest this Thy servant 
te the dignity of the priest- 


The Bishop raised his eyes, Veni, 
Creator Spiritus. Over the church 
rolled the chorus from the choir, 
the invocation of the Spirit of God, 
the Holy Ghost, upon the new 
priest kneeling at the altar. The 
Bishop took the priest’s hands into 
his own, anointing them with holy 
oil: “Vouchsafe, O Lord to con- 
secrate and sanctify these hands by 
this our unction and our blessing, 
that whatsoever they shall bless 
may be blessed. and whatsoever 
they shall consecrate be consecrat- 
ed and sanctified, in the name of 
Our Lord, Jesus Christ.” He put 
into the young priest’s hands the 
chalice “with wine and the paten 
with a host: “Receive the power 
to offer sacrifice to God and to 
celebrate Mass for the living as 
well as for the dead, in the name 
of the Lord.” 

They rose together. John went 
to his place, and celebration of the 
Mass of Ordination was recited by 
both together.

At the’call of Most Reverend Joseph Schrembs,

The National Council of Catholic Women is 
an affiliation of: National organizations of Catho- 
lic Women enjoying ecclesiastical approval; Dio- 
cesan Councils, organized according to the plan 
and wish of the Ordinary; Local organizations of 
Catholic women; Individual Catholic women in- 
terested in work for the general welfare of the 
Church.

The N.C. C. W. provides a medium through 
which the Catholic women of the country may 
speak and act as a unit when the welfare of the 
Church or of the country demands such expression. 

It affords to its component units increased 
power by means of this united voice; extended in- 
fluence through representation in national confer- 
ences; greater effectiveness through a uniform 
program endorsed by authority; the economy of a 
central clearing bureau of information and contact 
with the other Departments of the N.C. C. W.;

Holy Voie Crusade Through 
Social Action And The NCCW 


Concluded this week is the address by Mother Reginald, 
Mercy sanitorium, Dyer, delivered at the diocesan convention 
in Michigan. City. Mother Reginald’s topic is Social Action. 


What are 
socialized medicine? The prevent- 
ion of socialized medicine is not 
solely the duty of the medical pro- 
fession. It is every voter’s duty to 
prevent it in the United States. 
Why not prevent it before we are 
put in the position that England 
and Sweden are in today. And that 
the German people were in before 
the last war. 

Everyone is stamped with an in- 
dividuality or personality of his 
own. Each person’s personality is 
revealed in what we think, in what 
we do, and usually, in what we say. 
We are taught that our personalit- 
- jes are the sum total of all of our 
experiences, plus the use we have 
made of those e iences, reli- 
gious, intellectual and material. If 
that be true how can we — 
cently accept the ravages —e 
made upon youth of today throug 
moral decadence of many variet- 
ies? Because I have indicated four 
major concerns of this organiza- 
tion I will confine this comment to 
one form of legal-social abuse of 
an intended good. Specifically: The 
abuse of unemployment insurance. 
And that at the taxpayers expense. 
The law was supposedly enacted 
for assistance to people who were 
temporarily unable to work either 
because of a disability in self, or 
in members of their family re- 
quiring their presence at home, 
shortage of jobs, for which they 
were qualified, occasional unwar- 
ranted dismissal from work. In 
the great majority of cases today 
the operation of that law is for 
social parasites, who flaunt the 
idea of honest work, with honest 
pay. Many laugh and say: “Why 
should I work for forty or fifty 
dollars a week when I can get 
twenty-five dollars a week for six 
months for doing nothing.” Some 
young couples are starting out on 
the greatest work of their lives — 
marriage—by honeymooning on 
unemployment insurance. Surely 
that is a travesty of the law! Far 
worse than the abuse of the law 
is the effect upon the characters 
of those two people, who are des- 
tined to be co-creators with God 
in bringing souls into the world. 
What will they pass on to their 
children, if their concept of justice 
is to get all you can without work- 
ing for it! Bleed the people while 
they are weak enough to be bled. 
What effect has the abuse of this 
law upon other laws? Of para- 
mount importance is: What effect 
will this conniving in the abuse 
of the law have upon the individ- 
uals themselves ? 

Most people were taught to pay 
for what they purchased. Even in 
the days before money was in use

and exchange. But payment was 
made, No one winked at the virtue 
of honesty. What about the psycho- 
logical principle of transfer of 
knowledge ? ere is no clause 
that indicates that only the good 
is transferred. We p when we 
read of some highly respected 
citizen having helped himself, over 
a period of years, to other people’ s 

money through bank embezzel- 
ment. But society winks and 
smirks at the smoothness with 
which some nee obtain Govern- 
ment money dently. The money 
that you pay in taxes for that form 
of crime is immeasurable, Why, 
because you have only begun to 
pay, when you pay for the abuse 
of unemployment insurance. 

You simply prepare the founda- 
tion for a Seat number of other 
Study the 
padded ,payrolls, the processing of 
ficticious orders and payment 
thereof—at taxpayers expense. 
People who have brains enough to 
do such clever things have brains 
enough to. accomplish gigantic 
things through energy, honest 
effort and perseverance. Is there 
not here some relation to the par- 
able of the talents: Also a re- 
lation to the unjust steward? I 
do not ask you to serenely accept 
my statements. I. do ask you to 
obtain and study the figures and 
the persons who are abusing this 
law in our states and in many 
states. Check some of the resort 
states hotel registers. You have a 
duty to teach and to influence 
youth to see the fallacy of such 
abuse. 

To talk and urge a change of 
conduct is not sufficient. One must 
alsy supply the inteliectual founda- 
tion and moral motivation. The 
motivation may spiritual, intel- 
lectual, social or economic—but 
motivation there must be. You 
have the power for influencing 
youth, the future citizens of tomor- 
row here on earth and the potential 
future citizens of heaven. 

Do not yourself bury that God 
given gift. Take up the challenge 
of the Seat of Wisdom, the Queen 
of Peace and lead souls through 
Catholic Social Action to her Di- 
vine Son, through prayers, through 
good example, through wise and 
prudent use of the ballot, through 
prayer to our Civil Authorities. 
Archbishop Carroll saw this need 
for prayer for guidance in the first 
day of Catholicity in the United 
States when he composed the 
beautiful prayer for the Church 
and for Civil Authorities. Pray it
